An  art  for  calling  a  Convention. 

\  I.  Be  it  taaSii  by  the  general  af- 
/,  .  ,  rhat  the  tiualilied  electors 
within  this  Hj:c,  in  the  year  1799. 
lhall,  at  1  he  lame  time  and  place,  in 
vo  in sx  for  member*  to  the  general  af- 
fembly,  vote  tor  inewbei s .tyreprelent 
them  in  the  convention,  tor  the  pur- 
pofe  hereafter  directed  ;  and  the  ihe- 
1  lift ot  the  irveral  counties  and  judges 
hoLi'mir  elections,  (hall  in  receiving* 
votes,  keeping  the  polls  and  making 
their  returns  for  members  to  the  con 
veiition,  act  agreeably  to  the  law  en- 
tklrd  '<  111  act  concerning  elections," 
and  lliall  be  fiibject  to  the  tame  penal- 
ties as  are  inflicted  by  the  recited  ad) 
•lor  neglect  in  fimilar  cafes,  fhe  con 
■vention  ("0  called  !!ia!l  lit  with  open 
doors,  ami  the  citizens  of  this  cum- 
mmi wealth  be  permitted  to  attend  and 
hear  the  debates. 

j  2  1'here  Ih.ill  be  .'elected .in  each 
county  iv  it  bin  this  liar  e  the  lame  num- 
ber o"f  reprelenialivcs  to  the. conventi- 
on as  the)  lhall  be  then  i.cfpeciivtly  en- 
titled to  in  the  houfc  or  repf efeantanrW 
by  law.  And  the  member*  who  lhall 
be  fot  iec'teel,  lhall  continue  inappoint- 
jnent  for  four  month  1  from  the  f  line  of 
the  election,  unlets  the  bufiucfi  before 
them  be  (boner  coinpleated  ;  and  lhail 
meet  in  tlie  flate  li'iulc  in  Frank  fort,  on 
the  twenty  -  fecoud  day  of  (uly,  in  the 
year  aforcf.iid.  Two  tliiids  of  the 
whole  number  of  members,  (hall  be 
nece'fary  to  conlliinte  a  quorum  to  do 
bulinefs  ;  who  after  appointing  a  prefi 
den;  an.l  other  proper  officers,  and  fix- 
ing their  rules  pf  procedure,  lhall  tukr 
into  coiilideration,  the  conU'u  lit  ion  oi 
this  (late,  or  prel'ent  form  of  govern- 
ment, and  the  propriety  of  altering, 
amending  or  re-adopting  the  fame. 

\  2.'  i  he  president  and  members  of 
the  faid  convention  ihalj  receive  the 
fame  cemp'enfation  per  day,  and  the 
fame  mileage  and  allow  ances  (or  ferri- 
age, as  the  members  of  the  aUL-mbly  ; 
an'd.lhall  make  fncli  allowances  to  thrir 
ofKcers  as  they  may  think  necell'ary  , 
and  the  auditor  lhall  iii'ue  warrants 
011  the  treafurer  for  payment  accor- 
dingly. 

$  4  And  be  it  further  enacted,  that 
the  counties  of  Christian  and  Warren
